Treasurer Don Lingenfelter of NER-

to think about. He made money when 
he worried that he was going to lose 
some just because he gave this one job 
close supervision. If he gave all of 
his jobs, whether large or small, the 
same supervision as he gave the job 
that he thought was a tight one, you 
can readily see how much better off 
he would be, both from the money 
angle and the strain of unnecessary wor- 
ry. Every job, whether we consider it 
a tight one or not, should have good 
competent supervision. Lack of super- 
vision can turn a good job sour or a 
tight one sourer. 

Supervision is not just going on the 
job, looking around, seeing that it is 
being done correctly in accordance with 
the architect’s specification or maybe 
your own recommended specification, 
criticizing your foreman and men be- 
cause they are not getting the job done 
fast enough, complaining about a helper 
because he stopped to take a smoke, 
telling the different men to do this or 
that, and thoroughly getting the gang 


all mixed up, confused and upset. Then 


after this poor example of the wrong 
kind of superintendence has been done, 
you get into your car and drive off 
worrying about how you are going to 
land the next job, forgetting how you 
upset the job you had just left. 

Good supervision is not as easy as 
just that. Every effort should be made 
to know the capabilities of your men, 
whether they are foremen, mechanics, 
kettlemen, laborers or truck drivers. 
\fter you have spent quite a period 
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Mr. White’s article is presented here 
through the courtesy of the Northeast- 
ern Roofing, Siding & Insulating Contrac- 
tors’ Association.

of time supervising them, weeding out 
some who are not good workers or not 
capable of doing the work, you should 
be able to group them together in gangs 
that will work both easily and in har- 
mony. Also you will be able to help 
apprentices to become well trained and 
capable workers. There is no greater 
pleasure than to see a well-organized 
gang of roofers turn out a big day’s 
work. 

Through constant supervision you 
will be able to train your men to be 
better mechanics, to be able to apply 
all types of flat or steep built-up roofing 
whether they are coal tar pitch with 
slag surfacing, asphalt or asbestos 
smooth surface, promenade tile surface 
with membrane waterproofing under- 
neath, and to have them work efficiently. 
Labor costs will be lowered and extra 
profits will be made on each job that 
is well laid out and supervised properly. 

The foreman should be instructed, as 
he will be on the job at all times, what 
is to be done and then let him take the 
responsibility of placing and working 
his gang to the best advantage to get 
the job completed. Before the job is 
started you should cover completely 
with your foreman all pertinent facts 
pertaining to the working of the job; 
discuss the best sites to place the tools 
and to store the materials, how the job 
should be worked, what roofing speci- 
fication to follow and how many men 
will be needed to work the job €co- 
nomically 3y doing this you give 
your foreman authority and responsi- 
bility which he will appreciate and do 
his best to retain your confidence.

in competition with the men of compet- 
ing companies as the contractors them- 
selves when competing against one an- 
other. The contractor with the better 
supervision will create higher morale 
among his employees, get his jobs done 
at lower costs and be able to keep a 
constant flow of business by these 
lower costs. The men will get steadier 
employment, earn more money and 
layoffs will be kept at a minimum ex- 
cept for inclement weather. 

You all have seen dirty roofing trucks 
on the streets, unravelled ropes tied 
on the sides, broken ladders thrown 
on the body, materials scattered about 
the bottom of the truck, half readable 
signs and kettles covered with spillage 
towed behind. You have also seen the 


same truck arrive at a job; the men 


will immediately spread the materials 
and tools about, create a lot of rubbish 
and debris and work the job very hap- 
hazardly and then you have wondered 
how this contractor could make a living 
with such poorly kept equipment and 
general method of operating. This con- 
tractor just make a living and 
it is all very likely because he very 
seldom improves his method. 

It takes constant supervision of your 
men to keep clean trucks with tools 
and materials stored neatly and having 
them go about the job knowingly. Such 
a truck and men in continual view is 
good advertising that pays dividends 
when seen by favorably impressed pros- 
pective customers.

Roof Cooling By Water 

There is no longer any guess-work 
the efficiency and economy 
of cooling roofs and their underlying 
structures by water. 

Informed quarters do not now and 
never advocated that water-cooling a 
roof replaces proper roof insulation.

door which is probably the oldest form 
of merchandising and which today is a 
useful and necessary form of selling. 

(5) The great majority of citi- 
zens feel that salespersons are 
welcome to call upon them and 
hey do not consider them a nui- 
sance. They feel that such persons 
are as much entitled to an oppor- 
tunity to make a living as any 
other type of retailer, merchant, 
or business man. These citizens as 
consumers are not asking for pas- 
sage of this type of ordinance and 
in fact object to being told from 
whom they shall buy or who may 
call on them, which is a matter of 
their own private concern. 

(13) There is no public demand 
for the ordinance and the lack of 
public demand is found in the very 
existence of direct selling. . .. The 
sole purpose of such ordinances is 
to save local merchants from com- 
petition. 

(16) . . . 88 percent of all such 
(direct selling) salespersons live 
in the communities in which they 
carry on such work. Thus, 88 per- 
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cent of direct sales are made right 
at home. It is probable that few 
retailers could demonstrate that 
less than 12 per cent of their sales 
are made to residents of other 
communities. . . . 

Commenting on our July editorial, 
H. E. Widmer of Widmer Roofing Co., 
473 East 25th St., Paterson, New Jer- 
sey, writes: 

“Our manufacturers are constantly 
producing new items, which cannot be 
sold just thru advertising, but require 
the services of men and women who 
will go to each house and demonstrate 
its value. Even one of the founders of 
this nation, Benjamin Franklin, had 
canvassers going thruout the colonies 
with the wares he had invented and 
produced, These new items take up the 
slack caused by layoffs occassioned by 
introduction of labor-saving machinery 
in established lines. . . . 

“T have canvassed over 30 years, and 
the instances where those solicited have 
felt annoyed are rare. I always leave 
them so I can call again. 

“Canvassers are the missionaries who 
introduce new items in a community 
which later become staples in the stores 
of that community.” 

The fight has just begun. Every min- 
ute communities are setting up or pass- 
ing “Green River” legislation. Only 
alertness, active cooperation with na- 
tional groups, and the will to educate 
communities and legislators, will pre- 
vent a disastrous increase in the num- 
ber and variety of these ordinances.

work for is your best salesman 
when he sees your men going about 
doing the work in a workmanlike man- 
ner and at the same time getting the 
job done quickly and efficiently.

A second phase of the BRAB study will 
e to review practices in lederal building 
construction including military construction 
This part of the study will be directed espe- 
cially toward identifying conservation meas 
ures practiced by agencies of the Govern 


ment engaged in construction and to deter 
mine differences in the standards of the 
various agencies

This will dissipate 8.2 B.T.U’s by re- 
flection and allow 2.8 B.T.U’s to enter 
the structure, but its disadvantage is 
that this mass of water acts as a reser- 
voir, seldom cooling down until mid- 
night. 

Water-Cooled Roofs Summary 

The spray system is the most effec- 
tive of the three.

At the same time, characteristics of 
recently-built housing, determined as 
a necessary step in computing materials 
requirements, are of widespread in- 
terest by themselves. 

So far the Survey has gathered facts 
only on single-family detached housing 
built during the first half of last year.
